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The Berliner 216 000 appeared 
in Canada during the first World 
War, The series was a child of its 
time in. that it mirrored the na- 
tionalistic and patriotic feelings 
which were encouraged as morale 
builders • The early issues are in- 
dicative of this sort of thing with 
such titles as "Land of the Maple" 
and "When We 'Wind Up the Watch on 
the Rhine". The artists, too, were 
of Canadian origin, even Henry Burr 
was born in New Brunswick, It is 
interesting to note that he appeared

At the end of the war the Ber- 
liner company changed its policy 
towards the 216 000, The company, it 
would seem, attempted to issue a 
balanced "popular" series on 216000, 
much in the same vein as the Victor 
olack label series. Both American 
and Canadian artists were utilized 
and an amazing number of popular 
sides v/ere issued in a short period 
°f time, A twelve inch series (235 
000 ) was inaugurated but was very 
short-lived. The question arises 
as to the reason for this ambitious 
recording programme on the part of 
the Berliner company when they had 
ohe resources of the Victor coimpany 
Available to them. Perhaps the Ber- 
liner group was attempting a bid 
for a. greater independence from 
Victor or perhaps they were merely] 
filling, up the lists at 
Victor's popular issues 
to a low level.

REMINISCING WITH J. W. MYERS 
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la looking back over the years I can remember very well the first 
Phonograph I ever saw. It was when I went to a picnic out in the woods 
when. I was about nine or ten years old. You know these old picnics were 
where they had merry go rounds, soda pop for the kids, lunches, and bas- 
ket. dinners and everybody just, had a real good old time. And there wa.s 
also dancing, and on election years there was a lot of speech making. 
Wall here was the first old cylinder talking machine I ever saw. It had 
no horn but had a bunch of hearing tubes so five or six people could 
listen at the same time. I was standing around looking on, when this 
.leilow said the record played next would be free, (The price had been 

50. ) Well you can bet your life I grabbed one of those tubes to hear 

what it was all about. Well it was music in my ears, and I wondered 
vrhere it come from, I had brought along a umbrella in case it rained. 
Well I got so excited I lost the umbrella and never found it* 

The first machine I bought 7 /as a Columbia (Q) from Sears in Chica- 
go* A few days later, this 7/as in February 19 Oo , I walked into the 

Edison dealer's store in town and bought a Edison Standard and then 

about three 7 /eeks later I went back and bought a Edison Home, This had 
a large morning glory horn and 7 /as a beautiful red. Later on I began 
buying used machines, replacing broken main springs. - feed sc rev/s - 
replacing belts, putting on four minute attachments and on out through 
the years doing 7 /hat was necessary to keep these machines in tip top 
shape , 

About 19 02 a distant neighbor of mine had a old disc machine with 
brass, bell horn and when you put the record on you had to screw a brass’ 
nut dov/n on the center hole to keep the record from slipping. I had a 
Cousin in toy/m who a few years later bought a machine which had two 
brass bell horns y/hich fastened to each side of the sound box. and was 
supposed to play much louder. 

Most of the records them days had the recording on just one side, 

A few years later 7 /hen there got to be a lot of machines around, you 
could go to some of the farm auctions and buy these for less than one 
dollar. Some of the machines I bought at these prices I kept unti a 
few years ago and sold them for $100,00 or over. How it is very hard u 0 > 
find a machine in good condition for less than $ 150.00 on up to several 
hundred. 

This man I bought my first machine from had his store fixed up very 
nice. Along one side of his store he had shelves where he had his rec- 
ords laid doy in. with the end showing the number and it only took him sec- 
onds to find the number you asked for. And tables below to hold his 
machines and repair parts. 

Since I started back in 19 06 I expect I may be the oldest one liv- 
ing that has been in this biz. this long. Have handled many machines an 
parts during this time. I still get requests from customers all over 
the U.S., Canada and doy/n on the border and from across the seas. 

Some of the first Columbia records I bought had no name or numbers 

on the end and I have bought them wrapped in cotton* 

I have got many letters from all over asking if it was- me y/ho done 
the recording on the different records. I have recorded many records 
but not for the public. The Globe Record Company was established by. 

J. W, Myers 7 /ho had offices^ in Ney/ York City. We are no more than dis- 
tant kin. 

I have took my Edison out to many last day of school parties to en- 
tertain the crowds. This was one of the main forms of entertaining in 
those days. -- J, W, Myers

Living in the Cylindrical World 

by Eric Hunter 

A few years ago, while attending a small,, New England college, the 
name of whose eponymous founder resounds throughtou the State, and which 
is noted for its many illustrious, if somewhat eccentric, alumni, I 
found myself sharing dormitory digs with William R. Bryant. Hr, Bryant 
should be familiar to regular readers of the GRAPHIC; among other ar- 
ticles, his profusion on. the International Record Company has appeared 
as recently as issue #12. As a charter member and ex-treasurer (which 
circumstances might bear some investigation) of the Hew England society 
for the Preservation of Recorded Sound, his connections and influences-- 
albeit tenuous--are many. 

However, this is not a profile of Hr. Bryant per se, as fascinating 
a reprobate he may he, but an illustration of the insidious and under- 
mining influence the typical GRAPHIC confrere may have upon the unsus- 
pecting innocent. 

There was madness in his eyes, in the Pall of '69 » when I first met 
him; quite soon, I learned to my surprise and amusement that this odd 
fellow had in his possession not one but a multitude of arcane and an- 
tiquated devices whose purpose was the transduction of certain physical, 
static re presentat ions of music into audible sound--this from equally 
outre paraphernalia (whoever heard of cylindrical records?). Hr. Bry- 
ant's roommate at the time, a serious lad from the Midwest, tolerated his 
c ompanion' s . predilec ti on with an air of patient superiority, but seemed 
ready enough to propose a transferal of contract, for consideration: 

I would take the discophile and his idols off his hands, thus relieving, 
him of an embarrassment, on condition that all. rights to the home-baked 
cookies, that Hr. Bryant's mother posted to her son at frequent inter- 
vals would devolve upon me. 

It had seemed like a no-risk proposition at the time. Since I my- 
self bad not been considered quite as foursquare as I might have been, 

I had no fears of insanity contamination. Yet, I must confess that my 
resistance to the objects of Hr. Bryant's solicitude was rather minimal; 
as always, there was a woman involved. When he first cranked up Anna 
Chandler's Edison cylinder, 'Run Home and Tell Y°ur Mother' ,, I laughed. 
'Ha-ha'. The second time I heard it, I chuckled, 'Chuckle-chuckle'. 

The third time, I wept. 'G immie-g immie ' . The craving had been planted 

in my unguarded bosom. 

The rest,,, as they say, is mystery. 

But I must proudly assert 1?hat I have yet withstood the siege of 
innumerable Cal Stewarts, Royal Dadmuns, Miles Brae ewe 11s , antediluvian 
opera stars, forgotten vaudeville acts, 'historic.' proclamations ^ of no 
interest whatsoever, crude dialect duos, and other nigh unintelligibly 
recorded mumblings. Yet this, I fear, is only a temporary situation; 
the barriers of my resistance are greatly weakened and, give a touch more 
ready cash, or the loss of my last bit of restraining prudence, I am sure 
to- succumb to this antique-acquisitive madness-- like some latter-day 
Dut.chman, doomed forever to shuttle back and forth between Blue Amberols 

and Diamond Disc Re-Creations.
